RULES AND ORDERS. 

By the Proclamation of Government, dated the 29th Oc<ober, 
IhlH, the provisions of which took effect from the 1st of Decem- 
ber last, the Court is composed of four Commissioners and the 
Jurisdiction is extended to sums of 400 Rupees. Every Plaintiff 
who puts a Defendant into Jail in execution is required to lodge 
with the keeper of the Jail, or his Deputy, within three days 
after the commitment, Diet money for one month, at the rate 
of one anna and six pie per day and so on for every succeeding 
month, duiing which he may be detained, and on fadtire of such 
lodgement, the Defendant is released. 

Every Prisoner confined in execution, is entitled to his dis- 
charge at the expiration of one month from the date of hi-* commit- 
ment, if the Debt and Costs for which he is confined do not ex- 
ceed aicca Rupees Ten. 

Tf they exceed I'en. and do not exceed Fifty, at the expiration 
of four months. 

If above Fifty, and not exceeding Two Hundred Rupees, eight 
months, and for all sums above Two Hundred Rupees, me year. 

The property of such Defendants however is liable to seizure, 
until the Debt and Co'?ts. and the Diet which have been paid 
them while in Jail, is satisfied. 

The Court sit three in every week and all summonses, both 
Erglish and Bengallee, are returnable on Mondays, Wednesdays 
and Frid.iys. 

The Court sits at $ o’clock in the morning from the 1st of 
April to the 1st of October, and at 10 o’clock during the re- 
maining part of the year, 

No person shall pay into Court any sum of money either as 
Costs fir in performance of a Decree or .ludgement of the Court or 
in compliance with any order of Court or on any other account 
whatever without a Receipt for the same under the Signature of 
the Clerk of Court. J^hould any such payment be made without 
such receipt having been had and obtained the same shall not be ^ 
deemed or considered as a payment into Court but held as if no 
such payment had ever be’eu made.

Ifst — A tax is levied by the collector of the ^4-Pergnnnahs on 
ail dwelling houses in Calcutta and the suburbs thereof, to the 
amount of 5j)er cent on the annual rent, and on all shops or 
bouses ocupied as shops, to the amount of 10 per cent. 

Hd. — 1 he rent of houses occupied by the proprietors is p.sti- 
mated by the rent paid for houses of the same descriptiou lu the 
neighbourhood. 

3d — >0 tax shall be levied on empty houses, the same being 
duly reported to the collector. 

4th. — Religious edifices are exempted from the payment 
of taxes. 

5tli.— Notice shall he given to each person of the sum at 
wshicli his house is assessed, and if the party shall think the as- 
sessment excessive, he shall represent the case to the collec- 
tor ; should he he dissatisfied with the collector’s decision, he is 
at liberty to appeal to the judge, whose decision iS final 

6th. — 'I’he lax is collected quarterly, and in cases of refusal or 
evasion of payment the collectors may levy the same by dislresf 
of the property of the occupant or proprietor. 

7th. — Besides the above tax, a voluntary contribution is collect- 
ed, according to the same rate, during 6 months of the year, un- 
der superintendence of the magistrates, to defray the expense of 
watering the roads. 

8th. — The subscriptions for this purpose are collected in ad- 
vance, viz. one moiety on the 1st January, and the remainder oa 
the 1st of April. 

9th.— T he amount contributed by the inhabitants of each street, 
is applied exclusively to the watering of such Street, and the 
watering commences annually, on the Isi of January, and ter- 
minates on the 30th June, or at the setting in of the rams. 

10th. — 1 he expense of watering the road.fl, from the Chow- 
ringhee sortie, to the Chowringhee road, and the Kast and Weil 
ifnglcs of the goverDinent house, is defrayed by governmeiii.

600 Rupees per Mensem, the deduction shall be carried only io fur as will leave 
to the individual die Monthly sum of 500 Rupees. 

We direct that these Rules exception have effect during one year only: 
that for ihe next Six Mcnibs, a deduction be made at the rale ot i-8di. and that 
theieafier the individual, it a h actor or i iter, receive nut as in odier cases 
merely the Allowance of a Servant out of employ, whi< h in that event would 
amount only to )02 Rii pees per Mensem, but the Alluwaucc of a Juuior Mer- 
chant out of employ, viz. Rupees per Mensem*

a Piesideiicy burgeon, cuiinterHigued by tiie Examining luember of ibe Moilical 
a... a if the application be grounded on ill tiealtb. A Certiiioate signed by 
the Pilot of the oaie of dispatch of Vessels, in which Officers enbsrk to ba 
sent to the Adjutant General and alna to tbe Secretary to tha Governnient MU 
litary Depart nienr. 

A vbaplain after seven rears residence in India is allowed to go home en fur* 
Ipligli and receive the pay of minor. Should he go home frum sickness prior to this 
pei'iod.of service, he is Hllowt'd the pay id captain only. 

A conductor of stg es U allowed furlough pay, only in case (.f going home from 
•ickneas. 

t^flicara going to England on fcrloggh, are reqnired immediately to report their

Officeis having obtained a*» extension of furlough to a given period, must at its

No rdliccr who has failed to obtain an extenaiou <>f Fnrlongli, will be ooriKider*

Regulations respecting Military and other Officers retiring from the Compamft 

Serwice 

Even officer after twenty two years actual serviop in India, i- allowed to retire 
with the pay nfthe rank to wJiich he tins uttained ; but gneh pay is to be the same 
only as that allowed to officers c.t inf.intry. 

A inemb« r of the Medical Board, who lins been in that stntion r ot less than 
two lears, and not less ihaii twenty years in India, including \ ree vearsiurona 
furlouiib, IS permitted to retire from the service, »nd allowed per annum. 

A surgeon ol general hospual. or supciintcndin^ snrgcoii, wim has been in ihat 
station not less then two years, and whose p^tiod of service has lieen not le's than 
twenty ye'irs, including three years for one fiirloii.!.h, as above, is perioitteii to retire 
irom tiie service, and allowed £300 per aiinurn. 

All other siirgeoiis and assistant surgeons uttached to the military, are perm t> 
ted to retire from the geriice on the pay of their laok, after having strvtd 
seventeen vears in India. 

An assistant surgeon, after the said period of service who shall r'Ot have 
attained the station of head surgeon, is allowed to retire on a pension of dO per 
annum. 

A chaplain after eighteen years service in Tnoi.i, ^ ten of w liich at a military 
stHtiun,) including three years for oiiefulongh. i» allowed to retne with the pay of 
major. 

A chaplain having served ten rears in Ind'a, whose constitution will not 
admit of hib continuing in the service, itMy retire on the half pay ul major; after 
seven ytais, on ilie half pay of captain. 

A coininissarv or deputv coiiiiniosarv of wrdnnnee, not haing a romniiHsiound 
officer, is allowed to retire on full pay, it he has sm \ eil twenty sei • n tears in India, 
ot which twelve must have been in the ornnance uepm imeni ; tweniy fi»e sears, 
foiirieen of which in tiiat department', or twenty-two years, seveniteu years of which 
in the ordnance dcpaitment, 

A conductor ot ordnance is allowed to retiie on afi’CO per aonnm after twenty • 
five years actual service in IndiM. 

Every lieuienarji-colonel, major, nr captain i.s allowed to retire wtli the 
half pny ot the rank to which be has attained, in case hi.^ heaUh stiail not permit 
him lA .serve in India, but. lie can nnlr he allowed the pay of the rank he held at the 
expiration of tw>^lv<il*'inonthH irorn hisarrival in Europe. 

A lieutenant kiaviiig seivel thiiteeii, or an ensign nine yeaisiri India, includ- 
ing three i ears for a (urlough, mav r^iiie on the hnlj pntf of his laiik. in case bis 
health shall not permit him to servo in India. 

A suhaltein officer, or military assiHtaut sutgeon. fiaving seivedsix years in 
India is jiermitted to retire on the half pay of Emufti, if Ins constituiion shuuld he 
so impaired as to prevent the possibiliiy of his co.aiuniiig in India. 

Every officer returning on liirloiigli. and wishing to retire fmm theservice, 
must m»ke a declai ution to that ellect, within twelie ni'inths .dtei iiis anival in 
Kn.'land; and in CHseofbi.s neglecting so to do he must at the ex pirBliiiii of hi* 
furlough, either return to India, or be held to bme relinquished the service, nnd 
not be entitled to letire on pny, onh-ss he Iihb f.oriLniued to svrve in India, from 
his fir. St arrival for the space ol twenty two yetus without having a furlough; in 
that case he is u I lowed /wo vears bclore he shall be called upon to signify his in- 
tention of retuiiig, hot iie can only be allowed tiie nay ot the rank be held at tho 
expimlioii of twehe months from his arrival in Europr* 

Officers in future retiring from the Service, -hall he considered !o have 
retired from the dale of iheii uppHcation to that efleci, or from the expiration 
of two years from the date of their landing in the Uiiiied Kingdom, whichever 
shall first happen ; and all Casualties hy Death in l^jurupe after the expirati' n 
of the 8aroe«pefiod of tsf years from i he date irf landing, shall he con'-idered to 
have ncciiired from ihe dare when that period exuired, notwithgtandtng in both 
case* the Officers may have received an exteusiou of t'aflsugh. G. G. O.

Extract from Report of Mmrine Surveyor General. 

“ It has lieeii said that the Extremities of the Sands, at the Entrance of 
ibis River, have a tendency to increase to the Southward By the directioa 
of the Marine Board, 1 examined the Eastern Reef and Saugur fiand, anil 
found the end of the former iii 20* 69' 3C" North Latitude, and in 88* 12' 8'^ 
East Longitude; the end of the latter is in 21* 2' 9*' North, and 88® 20' oT'* 
East, being oh the Meridian ot Fort William Flagstaff. Tlie Lower Floating 
Light Buoy is in 21" 00" North Latitude, and 88* 12' 40' East Longitude# 

From u the South end of the lieef hears S. ^ W. distant miles, and the 
end of Saiigor Sand £. S. E. 4 ^4 miie-^ 

By referring' tft Captain Maxlieid’s Chart of the Sand Heads, it will be 
eeen that my uhservatioiiK place the end of the Reef 1' 28", and the end of 
Saugor Sand 2' 9' more Northerly than is marked thereon. The Floating 
Liglit Station. 1 also make 4 Miles to the Northward of the situation assign* 
e<l It oil the Chart. In regard to the Longitude, 1 differ considerably from 
the Chart. 

31 y observations pla -e the end of the Eastern Reef 0' 22", and the end 
of Saugor Sand 15^30' more Westerly; which difference parti v arises from 
the 31endiaii of Fort Wiinam being erroneously said to he 88* 28' East of 
Greenwich; whereas, observations taken at the Observatory, and many 
Lu liars reduced to the Flagstaff, give it 88* 20^ 67 ' East. 

The small difference in our Latitude is not likely to produce much in* 
convenience to Navigation; hut the great difference in the Longitude may 
perplex the Navigation considerably ; for if by departing from Madras, or any 
Other well -determined Meridian, with good Chronometers, he is in possession 
of the correct Longitude, and shapes his course for the Floating Light, ac# 
cjording to the Chart in 88* 25' East he will assuredly tind himself 124 -^iles ta 
the Eastward of its true position, and be steering to Lacam's Channel. 

The present position ot the Floating Light is well chosen, as she serves 
both to mark the Eastern Channel, and also for deep iShips to cross over ther 
Eastern Reef by her bearings. 1 beg leave to suggest that she should not lia 
removed, or suifeied to quit her station and Cruize about, being (in her pro* 
^r station) a well -determined object by which the Navigator may examine hie 
Chronometers after a long passage down the River, as well as to depart from.

Notice is hereby given, that two Buoys have lately been laid'dotm at the 
Entrance of Chittagong River, the particulars whereof, as reported by "Mr, 
Branch Pilot Sinclair, are published for general information ; viz One off 
Patanga Point, and the other on the Western extreme of^the Flat running off 
Nomaii’s or Norman'S Point ; the Northern Buoy is a Skeleton Buoy immted 
red, and an exrelle:it mark to keep Vessels from running on Shore on the Reef 
off Palanga Point, either in working down or coming in. This Buoy ought 
not to be brought to the Eastward of N. by E. ; it lays in two fathoms, lovr 
Water Spring Tides, and very steep, particularly to the N. W. I myself after 
laying the Buoy, shoaled from two fathoms into 4 feet at one cast. The South 
Buoy is a 3rd (31as8 Buoy, (Snire) painted black No. 15 This Buoy is an ex- 
cellent leading Buoy into the River, and equally as good a mark for going out iit 
the South West Monsoon, on a Flood Tide, running up Vessels may keep in 
close to Noman s Pbinc from 4 to 3 fathoms ; and by so doing run up in a line 
to ihe Buoy, without having less Water until you come close to the Buoy ; on 
coming up close to the Buoy, I would advise the Officer in Charge to steer di- 
rect for the Northern Buoy until rather more than half-way between them, 
and then haul up N. £. for the Flag Staff. In crossing the Bar the best 
Water over is with the Black or Southern Buoy bearing N. K. to N. £. by 
N-, carrying two fathoms low water. These Buoys I call the Northern and* 
Southern Buoys, being marks for the entrance of Chittagong Ifiver. In the 
dry season, 1 have no doubt of the Sands shifting, and of their becoming 
more extensive, so that it will most probably require sailing directions for the 
N. £■ Monsoon, as well for the S. W. I am in great hopes that the Buoys 
will ride well in the situation they are now placed, the Northern one being 
entirely within the Current of the Kiver, and the Soiiiheru one in the weak- 
est part of the Strong Current running oiitstile, being placed as far in the 
Entrance of the River as could be prudently done."
